The Sevate Busy on the Legtalative Bill-—The House

Wasnrvaron, July 1.—In the senate, Mr. 
Miller, from the committee on agriculture, re- 
potted back without amendments the housc 
bill taxing oleomargarine, and gave notice that 
he would call it up for action after the passage 
of the appropriation bills. 

Mr. Jones, of Arkansas, stated that Senators 
George, Gibson, Fair and himself, the minority 
of the committee, dissented from the report. 

Mr. Hale, from the committee on naval af- 
fairs, reported back with amendments the 
hougte bill for relief of survivors of the ex- 
ploring steamer Jeannette and the widows aud 
children of those who perished. Placed on 
the calendar. 

Mr. Riddleberger introduced a preamble 
and bill for the reduction by twenty-five per 


‘cent, of the salaries of the cabinet officers, 


senators and members, and addressed the sen- 
ate on its advocacy. He said that the discus- 
gion on a $1,200 clerkship, and such things 
were sufficient to justify the hope that the bill 
would become a law at the next session of 
congress. Ifthey were to commence the re- 
ductions of $1,200 clerks and conclude with 
the reductions of per diem, labor, it seemed 
to him, that they should go back and begin at 
the head. The bill was referred to the com- 
niittes on finance, 

Mr. Allison called upthe house joint reso- 
lution, extending the appropriation for ten 
days. 

Mr. Edmunds called attention to this way of 
doing business, and to the present state of 
affairs. For several years past appropriation 
bills were not sent tothe senate in time to 


shave them properly considered, and when 


they came to the president he had no time to 


- examine them, but had either to sign them 


blindly or veto them blindly. He gave a list 
of dates at which appropriation bills were re- 
ceived by the senate for the last three or four 
congresses, and said that this was nota credit 
to congress. If congress could not better ad- 
minister pullic business in the most important 
of its features (proper control of public 
mey) it was not deserving the 
bonfkdence of the people. He thought, 
hérefore, that the senate ought to take some 
step insome lawful and constitutional #@nd 
etpectful way to seeifit can’t get on with 
his important public business in a reasonable, 
€Mectable and satisfactory manner. If they 
couiai not bring themselyes into better fash- 
ions about this business he would- rather let 
the whee!s of the government stop by rgfusing 
to pass this joint resolution. The ing of 
such resolutions was a very confusing and 
mischievous practice. 

Mr. Beck stated that the extension for ten 
days was simply absurd. The sundry civil 
bill had not yet reached the senate, and that 
bill alone would require av least three weeks 
for its consideration. Since throwing grass

The amendments were agreed to in balk, 
except those relating to the issue of small 
greenbacks and small silver certificates, which 
were agreed to without division, and the Bar- 
tholdi statue amendment, which was rejected 
—yeas 103, nays 106, 

The bill was then passed, and the house, at 
5:45, adjourned.

The President Signs the Fitz John Porter

In the fight which followed it is 
stated that the consul was soundly thrashed by 
the minister. Mr. Jacob’s friends here are unwill- 
ing to believe that he would provoke a difficulty 
with any gentleman, as he isone of the best an 
most considerate of men.

THE IOWA AND ARKANSAS DEMO- 
CRATS6. , 


A Resolution in the Iowa Convention Causes Some 
Personal Remarks—The arkansas Conven\jon 
Adopts a Platform—The Greenbackers 
lowa-Other Political News, 


Des Mornes, Ia., July 1~The democratic 
state convention met here today. Various 
committees were then appointed, and while 
waiting for their report a resolution express- 
ing the good will of the convention toward 
Gladstone and Parnell, and hoping for their 
success was passed, The platform adopted 
endorses President Cleveland and his adminis. 
tration, favors bonest pension bills, but opposes 
special laws; callson congress to revise the 
tariff Jaws so as to meet the needs of revenue 
only; declares in favor of the payment of tho 
public debt; in favor of legislative adjustment 
of the laber question; denounces the new con- 
gressioval district law; demands an investiga- 
tion and the conviction of all malfeasants in 
public office; favors the repeal of the prohbibi- 
tion law, and the enactment of local option 
law, extending to counties and cities—the 
license, if adopted, to be not less than $500, 

The reportofthe majority on. the liquor 
question was adopted by the following vote: 
Yeas, 387; nays, 213. 

After the adoption ‘of the platform, which, 
on the temperance qifestion, call: 1 out a long 
and heated debate, a re-olution was sent to 
the platform, condemning, as an outra¢e and 
traveity on justice, the action of the state 
senators who took $216 pay for the recess be- 
fore the impeachment trial began. An attompt 
to lay the resolution on the table failed by a 
viva voce vote. 

Senator Knight, of Dubuque, one of the 
senators who had taken the pay, rose to 
defend himse)f and his colleagues. He brand- 
ed the resolution as a Jie and the man who 
wrote it asa liar. Hesaid it was not true that 
the senators had not earned their pay. Pro- 
ceeding in his defense, he was hissed all over 
the house and an angry scene followed. 

“I defy the convention,’ said he, “and the 
man who wrote this resolution to injure me, 
so long as I have the cOnfidence of my cousti- 
tuents of Dubuque.” 

He asked the convention if it wanted to de- 
nouce abuses, why it did not denounce the 
president of the United States for going down 
on his knees t> a corporate monopoly and ve- 
toing the Des Momes river land bill, at the 
demand of a powerful land ring? [Hisses. 
and cries of : “You must not attack the demo- 
cratic president !’’] 

Senator Knight continued in an impressive 
way: 

“Why did not you denounce the judicial 
department of this government, loaded down 
with pan-electric stock and corruption?’ 
reer excitement, and yellsof: “Put him 
out! 

“I will be heard,” said Mr. Knight, “and I 
defy you to come te DuBuaque and the coun- 
tacs where Iam known and hiss me down.” 

At the close of his specch, while the reso- 
lution was pending, the convention adjourned 
for dinner in great confusion. 

The convention reassembled at 3 o'clock, 
and an angry debate ensused on the pending 
resolution. 

Judge Cook offered a resolution holding the 
republican party responsible for passing the 
law under which the back pay was taken and 
excusing individua: senators who took it, 

The convention, after an excited debate, 
voted down the substitution and adopted the 
original motion. 

Mr. Cato Sells, of Blackhawk county, was 
then nominated by acclamation for secretary 
of state, and Paul Guelick, of Burlington, for 
auditor, 

THE ARKANSAS PLATFORM, 

LITTLE Rock, Ark., July 1.—The. platform 
adopted by tho democratic state cdn- 
vention before adjourning this morn- 
ing indorsed the national admin- 
istration; reaffirms allegiance to the 
democratic party and a firm adherence to its 
time honored principles, which guarantee 
equality, liberty and happiness to all citizens 
of a common country; maintains the protec- 
tion of the rights of life, liberty and property 
and equality of all citizens’ before the law, the 
right oflocal self government and the su- 
premacy ofthe federal government within 
constitutional limits are essential to the con: 
tinuance of free government; regrets the de- 
pressed condition of the agricultural inter- 
esis of the state, and the 
strained relations of capital and 
labor, and traces these conditions directly to 
the operations of the high protective tariff; 
commends the efforts of the Arkansas delega- 
tion in congressin support of the Morrison 
bill fer a revision of the tariff; reaflirms ad- 
herence to the time-honored democratic doe- 
trine of a tariff for revenue only; .favyors the 
unlimited coinage of silver, and demands that 
coin of the United States, both gold and sil- 
ver, be paid on government debts without dis- 
crimination against silver; recognizes that all 
industries and all citizens should bear an 
equal proportion of the burdens of govern- 
ment; that taxation should fallequally upon all 
species of property;demands equal and exact 
justice in assessing and collecting taxes, and 
favors such legislation as will foster labor and 
honest industries and discourage monopoly; 
favors liberal legislation for the encourage- 
ment of immigration and the fostering of our 
progressive industries; reaffirms devotion to 
the cause of public education. 

A*resolution exprecsing the sympathy of the 
Arkansas democracy with the patriotic efforts 
of Mr. Gladstone, assisted by Mr. Parnell, in 
behalf of home rule for Ireland, was adopted 
by acclamation.

Warrants Sworn Out forthe Arrest of James 
A. Wilson, the Absconding Treasurer. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 1.—The heavy defal- 
eation of the treasurer of the Chesapeake and 
Delaware Canal company, which was discover- 
ed yesterday, continues to be the main topic 
of discussion in financial circles. Several ex- 
perts have been set to work at the books of the 
corporation, and they are busily engaged today 
in examining the accounts to ascertain wheth- 
er the peculations of James A, L. Wilson, ab- 
sconding treasurer, aggregate more than he 
ochweetiiiinss in his written confession to Pres- 
ident Gillingham. The latter has sworn out 
werravts for the arrest of both Wilson and 
Henry Y¥. Lesley. former secretary and treas/ 

* the compary, charging them 
embezzlement. A description 
Wilson was furnished the de- 
tective department and telegraphed 
to all police districts in the United States, 
Canada, Europeand elsewhere. The chief of 
detectives believes that the fugitives have 
gone to Canada, and that Wilson is without 
means. Thelargest holders of the stock of 
the company are the United States govern- 
ment and the state of Maryland, while boads 
are owned bya nnmber of prominent people 
in this city, Moncure D. Robinson possessing 
nearly £500,000, Until all the certificates are 
returned end a full examination of all the 
books made, it will be impossible to designate 
the bonds coming under fraudulent issue. 
Numbers may have been duplicated 
so that it would be impossible to distinguish 
valid securities from those fraudulently is- 
sued. Few ofthe spurious bonds have yet 
been discovered. Loanholders called at the 
cftive in continuous succession this morning, 
and the accounting officers were engaged in 
transcribing the numbers of the bonds, names 
of the holders, amounts of each, and by what 
‘ ficer of the company they were signed.

JOHN 


BRIGHT ADDRESSES HIS 
ELECTORS. 


He Geys He Must Go Before the People Oace More 
Ou Account ofthe Home Rale Fian—Siectious 
in England.Other News of Isterest 
From Across tho Ocean-—Btc. 


Lonpon, Joly 1.—John Bright addressed a 
large and enthusiastic audience at Birming- 
ham tonight. Upon rising to speak, he was 
cheered for several minutes. He said he had 
believed that his time was coming to retire. 
For twenty-nine years he had served Bir- 
mingbam, but in face of s question of the 
greatest magnitude he considered it his daty 
toremain at the front. Daring his lifei 
parliament he bad acted alongside of a still 
emivent leader of theliberals. [Cheers.}] He 
had not been a- follower. [Cheers] The 
liberal leaders had generally followed 
the course adopted by Mr. Gladstone in 
preference to following their own convictions. 
Some intimate friends of his had no notion of 
anything but following where Mr. Gladstone 
led. They reminded him of Cook's tourists 
who enjoyed security because the 
were “personally conducted,” [Laughter | 
He claimed that he,more than any other man, 
had implored successive governments to deal 
with d; who had so long and pertina- 
ciously shown England the sores of Ireland. 
It was becance his sympathy was undiminish- 
ed—nay, more powerful than ever—that he 
was unable to accept the proposals 
of tke government. Would anybody 
suppose that he would have estranged himself 
from Jong political and personal friendship 
with Gladstone if he could have seen any way 
to support bills. In tbe great speeches of the 
premier and others they had introduced a 
great deal of ancient history, and many old 
stories about Ireland, but the history of nearly 
every country wasa dismal oer.¢ FO old 
story of Ireland had nothing to do with this 
question. [Cheers| I¢ was unbecom in 
the premierto mekea long speech telling 
what had happened in Ireland a century ago, 
[ Cheers. } 

Going back, he would show the enormous 
piogress of Ireland during the past fifty, and 
even twenty years. The whole tone of parlia- 
ment toward Ireland bad altered. The church 
hed been disestablished, land laws had been 
reformed, the arrears act had been passed and 
other legislation had been enacted, end- 
ing last year with the widest household saff- 
rage. Could any government in the same 
length of time have done more for any peo- 


ple? 

After adducipg data to prove that the Irish 
meleady is not political, but altogether econom- 
ical, Mr. Bright proceeded: He said he was 
entirely against anything in any shape called 
parliament at Dublin. [Cheers.| He wasalso 
oppesed to the monstrous proposition to par- 
chaseestates. But fora bill to revolutionize 
Ireland nobody would have dreamed of so ex- 
thavagant a proposal. In regard to the land 
political scheme, made an economic scheme 
necessary while ecovomic proposals were con- 
demned, and the political bills proposed would 
create a government in Ireland which would 
be untrustworthy as regards to 
first duties of the government—namely, the 
preservation of property andthe security of 
public order.

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THE PREVAILING MORTALITY. 


The Alarming Death Rate Prevailing in Sev- 
eral Sections. 

There is a peculiar disease following the 
measies in Scley county, which the physicians call 
dyestery, that is raging inthe northern portion of 
the county, and which proves fatal in from ter to 
eighteen hours, Ina radius of three miles there 
hes. been about twenty deaths, aud it bailles the 
skilloftbe physicians’. Mr. Joe Sonter has lost all 
four of his children, So far it has proved fatai in 
every insiance. 

The peopie of Madison generally call for the ap- 
pointment of a board of physicians to investigate 
the cause of so much sickness, 

The village and vicinity of Crawford, on the 
Athens branch of the Georgia railroad, are suffer- 
ing from an unusually fatal form of measles. On 
the afternoon of last Thursday Mr. J. B. Poyner 
died, and at 4 o’clock on Friday morning his sister, 
Mrs. Wilkins, died, both from measles. This lady 
and gentleman are both natives of Wilkes county. 
On the preceding week eight negroesdied from the 
same disease, on the plantation of Mr. Frank Fd- 
wards, near Crawford. 

There were eighteen deaths in and near 
Tazewellin one month, mostly children who had 
had the measles. 


Judge J.C, Simmons, of Hancock, has lost 
five hands by death on his plantation this year. 

The Columbia Sentinel says: The idea seems 
prevalent abroad that there is a great deal of sick- 
ness in our little town, but such is notthe case. We 
are free to admit there has been more than usual, 
and at the same time not more so than has been 
the case in almost all sectionsof the state. We 
have suffered with an epidemic that has prevailed 
all over the country, with no fatal results. For 
this une our town and surroundingsare not in 
the slightest degree responsible. There is in our 
midst no local cause for disease. We know of no 
case® of fever here atall, While there hafe been 
five interments in our cemetery, three of the five 
died away from our town and the other two came 
here sick, and we might with becoming propriety 
fay, ina dying condition. No one need entertain 
any fears to faras anything of a malarial nature 
is concerned in coming among us for the summer. 
or apy season of the year. We are high and dry 
here, the air from the surrounding pine forests is 
purifying and healing in its tendencies, water 
abundant and pure, and we can say withIut the 
fear of covtraciction, there is no place in our be- 
loved Georgia that is m@We desirable for school 
purposes, or for mothers and children during the 
heated term. 


DROWNED OFF THE CONDOR. 


The Facts About the Death of a Famous 
Confederate Messenger. 
From the Philadelphia Times, 

Under the caption of ““Wilson’s Man Dayall” 
an article in The Weekly Times of a recent 
date purports to give a short sketch of the late 
Mrs. Rose A. Greenough, formerly of Wash- 
ington, D. C., who was famous during the late 
civil war a8 an agent of the confederate gov- 
ernment, and was imprisoned as a spy in 
Washington by Secretary Stanton, Thearticle 
represents her as having loaded a steamer in 
Baltimore with supplies for the confederates, 
andalleges thatthe vessel upon which Mrs. 
Greenough had taken passage, ostensibly for 
Brazil, was ‘‘captured off Charleston while 
trying to run the blockade.” It further states 
as fullowe: “The captain reported that in a 
stoom off Cape Hatteras Mrs. Greenough ven- 
tured on deck and was carried overboard by 
a wave that swept the ship.” The statement 
last quoted is erroneous in several particulars. 

Mrs. Greenbow, as her name ig spelled in 
ellthe records here, was a passenger on the 
British steamer Condor,a blockade runner, 
then plying between the ports of the Baha- 
mas and the confederate Atlantic ports, which, 
onthe nightof Friday. September 3v, 1864, 
ran aground off Fort Fisher, North Carolina, 
in attempting to enter the Cape Fear river at 
New Inlet (now closed), about twenty miles 
below Wilmington, N. C.

At the 
sale the bidding was active and spirit 
ed, many ladies—as it issaid is often done 
at auction sales by their sex—having raised 
their own bids several times. 

A BEARER OF IMPORTANT NEWS, 

The impression that Mrs. Greenhow’s ex- 
treme anxiety fo attempt the dangerous land- 
ing from the stranded ship was caused by the 
fact that she had in her possession valuable 
papers and information for the confederate 
government—which it was important that she 
should deliver im person—was probably cor- 
rcct, for as soon as it Was ascertained that she 
had been diowned, the following telegram 
was sent to the confederate authorities at 
Richmond :

The most thoroughly un-English man in 
England is at the present time one of the 
most popular leaders in British politics. The 
London Spectator, in its way, wonders why 
Labouchere’s writings and speeches exert

This map, Labouchere, is a many-sided 
individual. He prepared himself for states- 
manship and journalism by rambling all 
over the world, reading a little, and observ- 
ing and thinking a good deal.

He advocates a great reform vigorously, but 
at the same time throws out the idea that it 
does not matter how it results; it will all be 
theseme a hundred years hence, etc, He

fairs. Inshort, to use a’ homely phrase, he 
makes light of everything. Now, this isjast 
What the English people have never been ac- 
customed to. With them, politics has always 
been a dignified, slow and pompous business. 
It is a genuine surprise to them to see this 
audacious free lance recklessly charging in 
every direction, laughing at law, laughing at 
tradition, laughing at success or defeat, 
laughing at everything, good or bad.  Per- 
haps the smiling cynic carries the crowd 
with him because he is anovelty, a, kind of 
spectacle, a revolving exhibition of surprises.

¢ The department of agriculture was established 
in Washington in 1962, Its object is to acquire and 
diffuse among the people at lange facts conceruing 
agriculture. The chief oflicer of the department of 
agriculture is called the commissioner of agricult- 
ure. His duties require him to eollect and publish 
useful information on the subject of agricultare. 
He is to acquire and preserve in his office all the 
facts he can obtain concerning agriculture by 
means of books and correspondence, and other ap- 
propriate means; to collect new and valuable seeds 
and plants; to learn by actual cultivation such of 
them as may require tests; to propagate such as 
may be worthy of propagation, and to distribute 
them among agriculturists. Heais assisted by & 
statistician, an entomologis, a botanist, a chemist 
and a microscopist. He also has a propagating 
garden, a storehouse for seeds and a library. 


From Black to White. 

Student, Seneca, 8. C.: Is there any authen- 
tic instance of a negro turning white? 

Dr. Hutchison, of New York, tells of a cas’ that 
occarred in 1851, The subject wasa slave belous:- 
ingtoMr. B,, in the neighborhood of Marshal, 
Salina county, Missouri. He had been born in 
Kentucky of negro parents, and was, himsw)(, per- 
fectly black until he was twelve rears of age. At 
the time Dr, Hutchison was called to see him he 
was forty five. At twelvea portion of skin as 
inch wide, encircling the head within the edge 
of the hair, gradually changed to white, and sodid 
the hair covering the portion, A white spot next 
appeared near the inner canthus of the left eye, 
and from this the color gradually ex- 
tended over the face, trunk and 


| extremities, until; it covered the entire sur- 


face. The complete change from black to white 
occupied about ten years, and but for the hair, 
which was crisped or woolly. no one would have 
supposed, at this time, that the man’s progenitors 
had possessed any of the peculiarities of the negro, 
his skin pretenting the appearance of that of a 
healthy, fair complexioned European. When he 
was about twenty-two years old, dark brown or 
copper-colored spots began to appear on his face 
and hands, being limited to those portions of the 
surface which were exposed to the light. He had 
the measles and whooping cough when black, and 
had them both again when white. This recur- 
rence, though remarkable, was not unprecedented 
inthesame person. The color of his eyes re- 
mained jet black. With the exception of chronic 
rheumatism and the occasional illness mentioned, 
Joe, ashe was named, enjoyed excellent health. 
Dr. Hutchison obtained the history of his case 
from the subject himself, and from’Mrs. Bs a re- 
spectable and intelligent ladyin whose family Jo

ACTING YESTERDAY. 


Dougherty. Schley and Washingtou Instruct for Gor- 


.@on and Stewart Probably Does the Same 
Thivne—The Good Work Goes On and 
the Lead Increases—Notes, Bte. 


Four counties chose gubernatorial delegates 
yesterday—Dougherty, Washington, Schley 
and Stewart. 

In spite of the thorough organization of the 
Bacon forces in Dougherty, the people rallied, 
and by a decisive majority, ordered the two 
yotes of the county to be given to General 
Gordon. Washingtou’s four votes were like- 
wise instructed by an overwhelming majority, 
and Schley’s two will go the same way by order 
.of a large majority of the voters of that good 
old county. 

On account of the distance of Stewart coun- 
ty from telegraph connection and the heavy 
sains and swollen creeks of that section, it 
was impossible to obtain the vote of the county 
last night. There is scarcely adoubt, how- 
ever, but that it too instructed for General 
Gordon.

Omitting Stewart, therefore, the result of 
yesterday's elections adds eight more votes to 
the Gordon column, and that of Bacon re- 
mains unchanged.

Mr. Jesse J. Bulli Sustains the Truthfulness 
of His Dispatch. 


TALBOTTON, Ga., June 29.—The Constitu- 
tion: Please allow me to reply through your col- 
umns to a communication published in the Macon 
Telegraph, June 20, headed, ‘“‘Falsehoods vs. 
Facts,’’ fr m John W. Hall, of this place. This was 
publéshed in reply to a telegram sent you the 17th 
instant, in which I stated that Major Bacon spake 
here ‘'to 117 counted voters, about the same num- 
ber of ladies and children and there was 26 Bacon 
badges worn and two-thirds of the audience pres- 
eut were for Gordon and all the ladies.’’ Mr. Hall 
in his comments says, such an “‘assertion may con- 
vince a fool, etc.’’ Then he must bea fool as he 
does not deny that there was only 117 voters pres- 
ent and 26 Bacon badges worn, but in language 
that ro gentlemen would use under such circum:

NEW YORK, July 1.—The stock market opened 
today with a mcre decided tone than prevailed 
yesterday, there being a more hopeful feeling 
among brokers. The news was more favorable, in- 
dicating that there was a chance for settlement of 
the rate war, and that the railroads in Chicago 
were determined to maintain their rights against 
the strikers whether the civil authorities rendered 
them any assistance or not.

CONDITION OF THE CONVICTS. 


Interesting Report of the Assistant Keeper 
of the Penitentiary. 


Colonel E. T, Shubrick, assistant keeper of 
the penitentiary, has filed with the governor 
the following interesting report for June: 

State of Georgia, office principal keeper of the 
penitentiary, Atianta, June 36, 1886.—To his ex- 
céellency, Henry D. McDaniel, governor. .Sir—I 
your consideration this, my 
une report of inspection of the several peniten- 
tiary camps. This being the last month of the 
quarter and alsothe twelfth month of my service 
in the department, it might be we! to enter some- 
what into detail as to the present condition of the 
Several camps. At the time of my appointment, 
July ist, 1885, there were in all 1,553 convicts 
in the state penitentiaries. At present there are 
1,560, being an increase of 27 over and above dis- 
charges for the past twelve months this, I think, 
is a considerable falling off in the number of con- 
victions as compared with former years, and is a 
yep & of congratulation to the good citizens of 
the sts\e. 

Ry tne kindness of Dr. Westmoreland, I am en- 
abled to give you the following data as to the death 
rate of the first six months of the present year as 
ccmpared with the corresponding six months of 
the year 1885: Total number of deaths in 1885, 
from January Ist to July Ist, was 22, and for the 
saire period of this year 10, which is a decrease 
ef more: than o0 per cent, and is a 
uatter of great satisfaction to all parties concern- 
in the management of the penitentiary. The1,560 
convicts now confined in-the penitentiaries are 
distributed aSfollows: At Dade mines 400, with a 
total of 14 on the hospital roll, at time of my June 
visit; of these six were primary and eight chronic 
cases. At Chattahoochee 185, with three primary 
and 4 chronic cases. Itis but justtothe manage- 
ment of this camp to say that the apparent large 
per cent of sick at this camp as compared with 
previous monthly reports is due to the fact 
that in breaking up the Bolton camp 
all of the able bodied convicts were carried to the 
Georgia Midland railroad, while the chronic cases 
and weakly ones were senttothe Chattahoochee 
camp. At Cedartown are 83 convicts, with two (2) 
sick, one primary and onechronic, At Rising 
Fawn are 72, with onechronic and one* primary 
case otsickness. At Augusta 91, with one chronic 
and two primary cases. At Oldtown 47; nosick. 
At Wrightsville camp, with one sick. At Dubois 60; 
none sick. At Oglethorpe 115, with 
one man in the hospital. This is a very 
fire showing, decidedly the best I 
have ever had the pleasure. of sub- 
mitting from this camp. At thesixX camps on 
‘he Georgia Midland railroad there are 407 con- 
victs with 14 in the several hospitals. I regret 
very much tosay that measles have broken out in 
several of these camps, but am gladto report that 
it appears to be of a mild type, and the manage- 
ment have and are taking every step requisite to 
suppress andicheck any spreading of the epi- 
demic, All of see camps I found in 
good condition, and the convicts generally in fine 
spirits and good health. The parties controlling 
the several Camps seems to be alive to the ad- 
visability of looking closely to the details 
in t..e@ management of their camps and 
tLe er..:tinued improvement in the health ofthe 
convi« 6 would seem to justify the wisdom of aad 
califo. a continued strict observance of the regu- 
lations in such matters. 1 am glad to be able to 
report to you that a new and comfortable hospital 
building has been erected at camp Oglethorpe 
curing -lic present quarter, which, with the new 
barracks recently constructed, gives this camp 
ample accommodations for both the weil 
an sick. It will be seen that the total 
apgregate sickness at the several dates of 
mj visits respectively in June, is a fraction less 

Of this] per cent isofa chronic 
vature, while of the primary cases a very large per 
centisof that class of light summer complaints 
which should reasonably be expected at this 
season of the year: Asstated in my May report, I 
found the barrack and hospital accommodations at 
sevelal of the camps on the Georgia Midiand rail- 
road in my opinion inadequate; in my June 
visit I was fortunately accompanied by 
the principal physictan, Dr. Westmoreland 
who fully concurred with me in this view.

AFTER THE BATTLE.

The Bo«enes on the Streets in Front of the Saloons— 
What the People Gay—The Wine Rooms and 
How They are Run -—About the Brewery 
—How the Law Will be Evaded, 


Atianta bas passed through her first 
day as a prohibition city, and yet neither na- 
ture nor human beings have manifested vio- 
lent emotions. 

Nature seemed to be in accord with the 
“dryness,” for she fatied for the first time in 
reveral weeks to flood the streets with rain. 
The tun gvas in sight ali day, causing pleasure 
to both prohibitionist and anti-prohibitionist, 

Human beings conducted themselves as 
usual, except that those who have been steady 
patrons of the barrooms:were forced to imbibe 
from their little brown jugs or not at all. 

As fares the evidences of life were con 
eerned, they were fully as apparent: as usual. 
People went on their daily errands of business 
as they did on Tuesday or on any other day 
in the past. 

EARLY IN THE MORNING, 
a CONSTITUTION reporter sallied forth upon 
the streets, intent upon discovering the “San- 
day look’ which it was predicted the city 
would wear. 

It was not in sight. . 

It had probably hidden itself in the 
churches to wait for the arrival of Sunday. 

It is true that there was a “Sunday look” 
about some of the bar-rooms, for quite s num- 
ber of them had their doors closed. Those 
that had their doors open had a sadly subdued 
look, they having been converted into restau- 
rants or wine rooms. The wine rooms, per- 
baps, had a more sadly subdued look than the 
restaurants, They were decidedly more lone- 
some. 

Aside from those who have been immediate- 
ly interested in the sale and consumption of 
liquor, nobody appeared to know that the 
reign of prohibition had begun, 

At the hour that 

THE MOBNING TRAINS BEGAN TO ARRIVE, 
the reporter was at the union depot, A _ pas- 
senger on the train from West Point jumped 
off as it rolled into the depot and hurried to 
Durand’s restaurant. What occurred inside, 
the reporter did not witness; but the passenger 
eoon came out looking very much disappoint- 
ed. 

“You didn’t get it?” inquired the reporter. 

“No, I didn’t. I wanted a bottle of beer, 
but the restaurant man said he couldn't sell 
it.” 

“Why net?” 

“Because prohibition is in force in Atlanta.” 

“Did you read THe CONSTITUTION this 
morning?’ 

“No; there were no copies of it on the train.” 

“Well, if you had read THe ConstTITUTION 
you would not have tried to buy a bottle of 
beer in Atlanta,” 

“Cold comfort,’”’ muttered the passenger, 
walking toward the Air-Line train. 

This disappointed passenger was the most 
uncomfortable individual, prohibitionist or 
anti-prohibitionist, thatthe reporter met be- 
fore noon. 

IR THE AFTERNOON, 
a few citizens of Atlanta were met who ap- 
peared to be looking for something, It was 
doubtless the open barrooms they missed. 
But, as a rule, the current of life in the city 
did not appear to be disturbed. 

Commenting on the fact that there was no 
apparent change in the condition of affairs, an 
observant gentleman said : 

“People that have not been patrons of the 
barrooms will not be disturbed by prohibition. 
For the present, the same thing is true of 
those who have been in the habit of drinking. 
They have provided against prohibition by 
storing at home bottles or jugs of liquor. 
When their supplies are exhausted, they will 
miss the barrooms keenly. Then there will 
be a change that may be noticeable, because 
then thore who are disposed to violate the law 
will secretly attempt to supply the wants of 
there whore bottles or jugs are empty. Then 
the police will get in their work, and Re: 
cor siaxe music for the law- 
breakers ” 

AS TO THE EFFECT 
of prohibition on the progress of Atlanta, the 
same gentieman said: 

“Some injury may result to *Atlanta, but I 
am satisfied that it will amount to but little, 
and that it will soon be counterbalanced. The 
fact is, the bad effects of prohibition, if there 
be any, have already been felt. Other large 
cities in the United States have tried prehibi- 
tion, notably in Maine, but I have never yet 
seen the proof that they suffered serious inju- 
ry. There was some depression at first, but it 
soon wore away. If there be any depression 
in Atlanta it will also soon wear away.” 

In the meantime, it is undeniable that pro- 
hibition bas caused uneasiness to nobody ex- 
cept liquor dealers and those that support 
them. ‘This is the true state of the cage, and 
it may be easily verified from unprejudiced 
sources,

The Brewery Does Not Deliver Beer—Its 


Intention Unknown. 
On every day of the week, except Sunday, 


since the Atlanta city brewing company be- | 


gan operating in Atlanta, bottled beer has 
been delivered all over the city, by its wagons, 

Yesterday none of the brewery wagons, ex- 
cept the ice wagon, were on the streets. 

he brewery has been a bone of contention 
in Atlanta ever since the prohibition election. 
The friends of the brewery company have 
been claiming all along that the company 
could deliver the beer bott'’ed, and not violate 
the law, while the prohibitionists have assert- 
ed loud and strong that the brewery 
would be dealt with just as a 
saloon. A great deal has been said and writ- 
ten about the brewery and its righi to goon but 
the question remains to be solved yet. There 
is a considerable supply of beer on hand and 
the brewery has not stopped. The absence of 
their wagons from the streets yesterday, 
caused someinguiry as to the intentions of 
the company. The office, on Decatur street, 
was open but those in charge could’ throw no 
light upon the subject and would only say 
that they would act when the proper time 
arrived. The city authorities appear deter-— 
mined to prevent the delivery of beer, and 
yesterday Chief Connolly said : 

“I don’t think the company will make any 
effort to deliver the beer. Ifitshould do so 
I will see that they are properly dealt with.’’ 

“Make a case against them?” asked a OoN- 
STITUTION reporter. 

“T certainly will, unless Iam instructed by 
someone higher in authority not to do so. The 
delivery of beer is clearly a violation of the 
law and will be treated as such.” 


HOW THEY LOOK. 


A Glance at the Places That Were Saloons 
Day Before Yesterday. 

Some of the houses that were used as saloons 
day before yesterday were closed yesterday 
and some were open. 

Fourteen and sixteen Marietta street was 
closed until late in the evening when the 
doors were thrown open so, that the baseball 
pools could be wound up.

Steve Grady went in and out of his 
place during the day just as his feelings 
prompted him. Pease, on Decatur street, dis- 
tributed from his door a “poetical production,” 
evidently written by some one on his last 
diunk. Vaughn’s place, 4 aE Broad street, 
was turned topsy-tarvy. The big counter was 
turned on its side in the middle of the floor, 
and = a half dozen carpenters were 
pstching the floor, which dripping beer and 
swill tub Jeakage had rotted out. The rear of 
the place, when it is thoroughly overhauled, 
will be used as arestaurant, while a barber 
shop will bein front. At52 Peachtree the 
doors were closed sotight thata breath of 
fresh air could not penetrate the room. The. 
proprietor of 52 evidently was in a bad humor 
when he closed, because he pinned a card upon 
his door on which was written: 


“Closed on account ofthe death of the lead-

THE LICENSES ISSUED.

were paid, however, during the day and now 
the following wholesale houses have 
legal autLority to continue until 
their county license expires, Cox, Hill &

expire until November, while all others run 
outin August. Mabry’s case is a peculiar one. 
For a long time he runa small bar on the 
Georgia railroad near Porter & Meakin’s foun- 
dry.

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QUESTIONS OF CONSTITUTIONALITY, 


Different Opinions Concerning the Local 
Option Act. 

The interest in the constitutionality of the 
local option act continues unabated. It is be- 
lieved by some that the test case under the 
domestic wine clause will cause the entire act 
to be declared unconstitutional. Others be- 
lieve that only that special clause will be de- 
clared unconstitutional. Others, and they are 
by no means few in number, believe that the 
entire act will be deelared to be in strict con- 
formity with the constitution. 

It is agreed that the two leading questions of 
constitutionality presented by the act are: 
First, does it not interfere with the vested 
r ghts of the Atlanta City Brewing company 
snn woulu not preventing that company 
frcm doing business te unconstitutional, and, 
therefore, render the act null and void? 
Second. If the domestic wine clause mean; 
Georgia wines, does noi the act attempt to 
regulate interstate commerce, and is it not, 
therefore, unconstitutional ? 

Neither of these questions has ever been 
finally decided, The decisions affecting them 
do not shed much light upon them, although 
it is claimed that the weight of the decisions 
ecems to foreshadow affirmative replies to 
both. 

The Georgia Law Reporter, for July, thus 
deals with the second question : 

“Tt seems to .be the general impression, that 
dome stic wines can be manufactured and sold in 
this state under the provisions of sections, of the 
the local option act, but notin barrooms, nor by 
retail. All those whoare laboring under this false 
delusion, will realize to their sorrow, how decep- 
tive our laws (?) sometimes are, Oftentimes they 
prove snares to catchthe unwary ‘and innocent. 
As an illustration, take the case of McCreary vs. 
state,* decided not long since by the supreme court 
of Alabama, It was held, that, 

‘**The proviso to the act of February 23d, 1881, 
prohibiting, under penalty, the sale or other dis- 
position of spirituous, vinous or malt liquors, or 
intoxicating beverages or bitters. in Monroe and 
other counties, (Pamph. Acts, 1880-81, p. 169,) that 
nothing contained in the act shall prevent any 
person from selling wine, in quantities less than 
one quart, madein this state, from grapes raised 
therein, being a discrimination against imported 
wines manufactured from grapes raised in any of 
the other states, or in foreign countries, and in 
favor of wines manufactured from grapes raised in 
this state, is.violative of the constigution of the 
United States, and void. 

‘* *Phe unconstitutionality of such proviso does 
not affect the remainder of the act, butit is left 
in full force and effect, operating to prohfbit the 
tale or other disposion of any spirituous, vinous or 
malt liquors or intoxicating beverages or bitters in 
the counties designated; save for the purpose ex- 
peaey excepted from the operation of the act; and 

ence, the fact that wine sold by a defendant in- 
dicted for a violation of the act was raised by him 
on his own premise, in this state, is no defence 
to the indictment, 

“Ifthe supreme court of Georgia should decide 
the ‘domestic wine’ clause unconstitutional, which 
there is every reason to believeit will do, as the 
weight of authority seems to be that way, then de- 
mesiic wines, or those manufactured from grapes 
raised In this state, cannot be sold under the act, 
altbough permission is expressly granted to do 
£0.”’ 


After all is said, however, the questions will 
remain unsolved until the supreme court of 
the United States shall have finally pass d up- 
on them.
